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On October 6, students filed out of school to witness 
the devastating results of a drunk driving accident. The 
bashed-in car was real; the situations of each student 
were real. But the accident was staged by the drama 
students and firefighters of the Des Moines Fire 
Department and Clive Fire Department, all organized by 
Firefighters against Destructive Decisions (FADD) 
Students were quiet and sober as they walked past their 
classmates, who looked dead. They 
followed the path, past signs that made 
them think about the situation they just 
witnessed. 

Students were ushered into the 
auditorium where they watched videos 
that showed the faces of recovering 
victims of drunk driving accidents and 
listened to the sad stories of parents, 
who wished that they could take back 
what had happened. 

Seven hospital workers from Mercy. 
Methodist, and Broadlawns gave an ER 
dramatization of an unsuccessful 
attempt to save a young person's life. 

After explaining the rights, obligations, 
and penalties for those involved in an 
accident, a Polk County Attorney 
summed up the event:

In the vault in the main office, there are two copies of every yearbook 
going back 103 years. In the first years, the book was called The 
Oracle. It was a combination newspaper and yearbook, published twice 
a year when students graduated in January or June. Later The Oracle 
was the newspaper name and the Polar Bear the new name for the 
yearbook.

Students in two classes devoted their entire year to one project - the creation 
of the yearbook. 

First the students decided on the new theme: "Lights, Camera, Action." Next 
they learned what it takes to complete a page - from photos to interviews to 
writing copy on the page. And finally, each picked a first fall sport assignment. 

To make the work easy, students used digital cameras and laptop computers. 
They created the book online with Walsworth Publishing Company. Students 
had passwords to access their own pages. 

Caitlin Lawyer, the editor, did the most work of any yearbook student. She 
coordinated photo shoots and assigned interviews. When an occasional student 
didn't follow through, it was her obligation to get the job done. 

"Caitlin is the best editor I've ever had," said Mrs. Yvonne Alsip. "Her 
dedication and creativity made this book an accurate record of the school year 
that will be a treasure for both students and staff." 

The book will be delivered from the plant in Burnsworth, Missouri, in early fall, 
and distributed to students after school. Graduates who are still in Des Moines 
enjoy coming in to pick up their books and to see their teachers. Others will 
have parents get their books, Alsip explained.

In a classroom with free-standing computers and laptops, newspaper met on B-Days 
during Block 8. Under the guidance of Mrs. Lisa Kritchman. the students produced four 
issues of the student newspaper, the Oracle. 

Student took on different jobs from page editors to staff writers to photographers. They 
sold ads to cover publication costs, so that the paper could be distributed free to all students. 

The issues were printed at Wilcox Publishers, a small press in Madrid, and was distributed 
to classrooms the day after its delivery. During newspaper class or advisory, the newspaper 
staff took stacks around to each classroom in every hall. Some teachers stopped class so 
that students would have a few minutes to read the latest issue. 

A typical issue included new stories about issues that concerned students, from the 
possible flooding around North to the impact that Obama's health care insurance would 
have. Also included were opinions from the students and staff with answers to a single 
question, such as "What's the first thing that comes to your mind when you hear 'dream 
date'?"

Homework Club: Students may elect to come in after school to get help 
with any assignment from any class. 

ZAP: Zeros Aren't Permitted: Students were not allowed to "take a zero" on 
assignments. This program had in-school, after school, and Saturday school 
sessions to ensure that all assignments were fully completed. 
Credit Recovery: Students were assigned to credit recovery (in-school and 
after school) to ensure they earned credits towards graduation.
